While we recognize technical 
progress and thank God for the 
human intellectual power that. al- 
lows it, we must not abandon our- 
selves with blind confidence to a 
future of automation and further 
economic expansion, Msgr. Dell- 
‘Acqua stated. 

This must not be done, he said, 
because, as the Holy Father stress- 
ed in a recent discourse, “produc- 
tivity is not the final purpose” nor

Father Higgins stressed that 
Recovery, Inc., works no magic 
for the mentally: sick. The group 
accepts only those who have 
inorganic nervous troubles of a 
neurotic type. It is not a substi- 
tute for a doctor, he said. 


The start of the movement goes 
back to a Polish-born Jewish 
doctor, the late Abraham Low. In 
his undergraduate days, Dr. Low 
got a strong dose of Thomistic 
philosophy and rational psycholo- 
gy at the University of Stras- 
bourg. Coming to the U.S. in 1921, 
he began to find an increasing 
number of his patients suffering 
from a distorted idea of the nature 
of their own human will—a power 
of their immortal soul. A group of 
his patients formed the nucleus of 
what has become Recovery, Inc. 


Father Higgins said he once 
asked Dr. Low why he kept reli- 
gion completely out of the move- 
ment. The reason Dr. Low gave, 
according to the priest, was that 
he wanted to avoid all possibility 
of criticism from his medica] col- 
leagues. Because Recovery, Inc., 
does produce some surprising re- 
sults in previously emotionally dis- 
turbed persons, it would have pro- 
vided a ready platform for the 
first “faith healer” to come along. 
the Jewish psychiatrist explained, 
aoe Na wanted to avoid this at all 
costs. 


THE RECOVERY, INC., princi- 
les first were used by Dr. Low to 
elp former patients during the 
1930’s. The doctor resisted sug- 
estions that additional groups be 
ormed until 1951 when Father 
Edward Dowling, S.J., of the 
Queen’s Work, headquarters of the 
Sodality of Our Lady in St. Louis,

Issued with the summary here 
Was a new edition of The Directory 
of Catholic Colleges and Schools, 
which also is prepared every two 
years by the NCWC department. 
The directory contains such infor- 
mation as by: whom the sehool is 
accredited, its membership in 
educational agencies, principal 
courses, degrees conferred, reli- 
gious order in control and name of 
the president. 


THE STRUCTURE of Catholic 
post-high school facilities is indi- 
cated in the directory. Listed are 
31 universities, 51 four-year col- 
leges for men, 118 four-year col- 
leges for women, two junior ‘col- 
leges for men and 21 junior col- 
leges for women. Thirty-one of 
these institutions are 100 years or 
more old. 


In a breakdown of the sum- 
mary’s _ figures, elementary 
schools, as usual, account for the 
majority of Catholic pupils with 
an enrollment of 3,235,251.
